The  infectious  disoaso  figures  show  little  difference  from  previous  years 
except  in  the  case  of  Measles  wh^rc  the  narked  increase  v/as  part  of  one  affecting 
the  v;hole  coimtry, 

Tho  number  of  children  protected  against  Diphtheria  by  immunization 
continues  to  be  at  a disappointingly  low  rate.  Only  Just  ovor  ono  third  of 
those  born  arc  being  so  protoctod. 

If  this  rate  is  comparable  to  that  in  the  cases  of  Smallpox  and 
Polirmyo litis,  as  it  might  well  bw,  then  tho  numbers  being  immunized  are  not 
sufficient  to  provont  those  diseases  obtaining  once  again  the  status  they  used 
to  have,  namely  killers. 

At  least  double  the  present  number  of  immunizations  is  required  to  ensure 
anything  like  adequate  protection.  Onco  more  I would  irrgo  parents  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  secure  protection  for  their  children  - a process  which  long 
experience  has  proved  to  be  oasy,  safe  and  above  all  efficient.

In  gonoral  the  position  roniains  uost  unsatisfactory,  tho  sauo  as  that 
obtaining  for  aany  years.  No  new  sewerage  schoQos  have  been  undertaken, 
consequently  inueh  istill  remains  to  bo  done  in  tho  District,  as  has  been 
indicated  on  many  previous  occasions. 

All  the  existing  plants  have  v/orked  reasonably  \7ell  during  tho  year. 
Some  small  alterations  having  boon  carried  out  and  various  short  sections  of 
sewer  have  either  boon  replaced  or  repaired. 


HOUSING 

During  tho  year  there  \jas  a slight  increase  in  tho  number  of  houses  built 
by  tho  Council  - 18  as  against  16  in  1956  and  45  in  1955. 

These,  with  thoir  nujubers  were  binLlt  in  the  follo’./ing  villages 

Litton  2,  Tideswoll  6,  Youlgroave  4 and  V/instor  6. 

Private  building  accounted  for  14  houses,  slightly  loss  than  last  year, 
the  villages  and  numbers  being:- 


Baslow  2,  Hathersago  2,  Tideswoll  1,  Little  Longstono  1,  Ashford  2,  Curbar  2, 
Grindloford  1,  Plagg  1,  and  Groat  Longstonv.  2,

This  year  marked  the  completion  of  tho  Council's  £500,000  Area  V/atar  Schomo. 

For  the  first  time  tho  Disx.net  \/as  not  handicapped  by  a shortage  of  water, 
and  no  rationing  was  necessary  although  IJay  ano  Juno  \/ure  vory  dry  months. 

Some  of  tho  indepeneont  supplies,,  such  as  Edensor  and  Pilsley,  only  just 
satisfied  the  Oomand, 

Tho  village  of  Tides'./ell  was  transferred  from  the  spring  supply  at  V/allcliffo 
to  water  from  the  Dor./ont  Vallv^y  aqueduct. 

In  addition,  tho  villages  of  li^yam  and  Earl  SterndaEv  now  receive  water  from 
thu  aqueduct  instead  of  tho  highly  acid  springs  -./hich  '^oro  liable  to  periodic 
pollution.  The  spring  supply  at  Choheorton  is  no\7  augmented  from  the  new  mains 
-where  necessary,  Winster  and  Elton  are  no  longer  supplied  with  water  from 
Shothouse  and  have  been  trarisforred  to  tho  supply  from  the  new  scheme, 
Pris'fltcliffe,  Stoke  and  Litton  Liills  have  also  boon  added  to  th^a  new  supply,  tho 
last  two  named  receiving  mains  water  for  the  first  time. 

A considerable  improvement  was  effected  in  the  Stoke  Plat  Schomo,  which 
supplied  Ashford,  Groat  & Little  Longstone,  Hov/land,  Has  sop  and  Stoney  ilLddloton, 
by  scraping  cuad  rolining  the  mains  from  the  reservoir  at  Stoke  Flat  to  Calver, 
and  from  Ivionsal  Heao  to  Ashford.  In  consequence  it  has  boon  possible  to  take 
Howland  reservoir  out  of  service  and  thus  eliminate  a potential  source  of 
pollution. 


An  improvement  in  the  supply  at  Grindloford  was  effected  by  scraping 
and  relining  the  mains  along  the  ilain  Street,
